Americans’ patienc^fgfnnmg out, 
envoy tells Russian POW hunters

MOSCOW^— The American 
co-chairman'~of a joint POW 
commission urged Russia on 
Monday to declare that it is no 
longer holding American 
servicemen, and warned that U.S. 
patience is running out. 

Malcolm Toon said he hud no 
evidence that Americun POWs 
were alive in the Soviet Union. 
And he acknowledged that an aide 
to his Russian co-chairman, 7 
reformist historian Gen. Dmitri 
Volkogonov, said recently that 
’Russia hod no live American 
POWs. But that statement, he 
said, "wasn't ' sufficiently 
specific." 


"Above all I want a clcurcr 
statement front the Russian 
government that there is no live 
American POW held in detention 
in Russian facilities," Toon, a 
former U.S. ambassador to 
Moscow, told reporters. 

Toon did not specify what was 
wrong with the aide's statement, 
but he apparently wants 
something unequivocal from the 
highest levels. 

Toon issued the demand — 
arriong his most forceful remarks 
yet concerning the Russians — at 
the start of a wecklong meeting ir\ 
Moscow of the Russian-Amcrican 
Bilateral Commission on POWs. 

Both sides have praised the 
panel, formed in March by 


President Bush and Russian 
President Boris N. Yeltsin, for 
fostering cooperation among the 
former Cold War adversaries. But 
so far it has produced little, other 
than a list of several dozen U.S. 
civilians trapped in the Soviet 
Union after World War II. 

The commission "must must 
start producing results, because 
the American public is getting ' 
awfully impatient." Toon said. 

Members of POW organiz- 
ations and flic American Legion 
complained last summer about the 
lack of progress, he said. 

"The feeling back home is that 
this exercise is not doing very 
much." he said.

Such a study would investigate 
possible funding sources, operating costs, 
size and other matters in greater detail. Just 
said.

Even Dan Quayle 
watches 6 MUrphy’

NEW YORK — A fictional single 
mother got in her licks at Vice 
President Dan Quayle on Monday 
night, when millions of Americans 
tuned in "Murphy Brown" to watch 
the sitcom that entered the national 
political debate. 

It was Quayle, a first-time viewer 
Monday night, who shifted the 
national focus to “Murphy Brown" 
when he criticized the CBS series 
comedy for. its title character’s 
decision to become a single parent. 

“Some might argue that attacking 
my status as a single mother was 
nothing more than a cynical bit of 
clcction-ycar posturing," said Brown 
(Candico Bergen), reacting in an 
editorial' segment on "FYI," the 
cquallyTictional news show. "I 
prefer to give the vice president the 
benefit of the doubt." 

"These arc difficult times for our 
country and in searching for the 
causes of our social ills we could 
chose to blame the media, or the 
Congress or an administration that's 
been in power for 12 years, or wc 
could blame .raft’’ 

She agreed with Quayle that a

“Perhaps it’s time for the vice

It was a moment of high 
seriousness for n sitcom about a 
Washington.

The 
series had been a hit almost four 
years before its producers decided to 
let the unmarried Murphy become 
pregnant. 

Quayle, in a May 19 address in 
San Francisco, blasted the Murphy 
Brown character for “mocking the 
importance of fathers by bearing n 
child alone, and calling it just 
another lifestyle choice." 

Monday’s hour-long season 
premiere, kept under wraps until 
airtime, picked up with Murphy’s 
life after the birth of her son. 

Halfway through the episode, the 
frazzled new mother heard ndws 
footage of Quayle ’s speech, and said 
in exasperation, “I’m glamorizing 
single motherhood? What planet is 
he on? Look at me, Frank. Am I 
glamorous? ... 

"And what was that crack about 
'just another lifestyle choice?’ ... I 
didn't just wake up one morning and 
say, 'Oh, gee, I cpn’t get in for n 
facial so 1 might ns well have a 
baby."’ /

Thunderstorms dumped heavy rain Monday on parts of 
Midwest and South, bringing flash flood watches in 
Indiana and Kentucky nnd a tornado watch in Okluhoma 
und Texas. 

Showers pushed eastward by a warm front curving 
through tile Ohio Vullcy were prevalent from eastern 
Tennessee through Kentucky to southern Lower Michigan 
and Great Lakes region.

Airliner de-icing plan likely will 
result in more delays for travelers 


WASHINGTON CAP) - The fed- 
eral government's plan for keeping 
airliner wings free of ice and snow 
has a price - more delays for winter- 
time passengers - but it may stive 
lives. 

The Federal Aviation Administra- 
lion, says 16 accidents over the Iasi 
decade related to the failure to de-ice 
the aircraft properly before takeoff, 
killing more than 100 people. 

'Hie agency is expected to an- 
nounce its new dc-icing plan in (he 
next few weeks. Airlines then would 
have to submit their own de-icing 
proposals for approval and to imple- 
ment them by Nov. 1. in time for 
winter flying. 


Airline industry sources said the 
FAA plan is expected to lead to 
more intensive training for flight of- 
ficers and de-icing ground crews, 
changes in the type of de-icing lluid 
used, and construction of secondary 
de-icing facilities at the end of run- 
ways at same airports. 

"We are going to be doing some 
tilings differently arid you may sec' 
some additional delays." said David 
Hasse. air safety chairman of the 
Airline Pilots Association. "Passen- 
gers should understand that this is a 
necessary part of the safely pro-

• Building secondary de-icing fa- 
cilities near the ends of runways at 
airports which ean accommodate 
such structures. Primary de-icing 
will lx - conducted at (lie gates ' in 
most instances. 

• The use of holdover lime charts 
to give pilots guidelines on how 
long an aircraft can stand in freezing 
weather xviilunu needing to lx* de- 
iced a second lime. 

« In certain conditions, aircraft 
will lie inspected physically to make 
certain ice has not formed.

Keep it off the field. 

With Phil Simms throwing for 220 
yards and two touchdowns and 
Stephen Bokcr catching seven passes 
-for 109 yardsrthc Ginnts rcvcncd to 
the ball control formula that won them 
a Super Bowl just two seasons ago to 
beat the Chicago Bears 27-14 Monday 
night for their first win of the season. 


After trailing 7-0 and 14-7, the 
Giants tied the game 14-14 by 
halftime and then controlled the ball 
for 12:17 in the third quarter and 
-outgained-the-Bcors-155-3-in-the- 
period. 

They broke the tie on a 13-yard pass 
from Simms to Baker that gave them 
the lead in a game for the first time 
this season, then added 31- and 32- 
yard field goals by Matt Bahr, the 
second set up by Dave Mcggctt’s 39- 
‘ yard punt return. 

Simms, who finished 19 for 30, also 
had a 15-yard TD pass to Howard 
Cross in the first period nnd Rodney 
Hampton, who gained 92 yards on 21 


carries, scored on a 1-yord run ns the 
Giants won in Chicago for the first 
time since 1962, when the Bears 
played at Wrigley Field. They had lost 
six times during that period. 

For the Bears, it was the second 
straight loss after an opening-day win 
and marked the first time since 1983 
that they have lost more than one 
game in September.

World Cup starts 
preparing for 
security problems

NEW YORK - World Cup organizers said Monday they 
will attempt to prevent fans with a history of violence 
from entering the United States during the. 1994 
tournament in an effort to combat hooliganism. 

The officials also said they were considering the 
possibility of segregating fans by nationality inside .the 
nine stadiums to be used for (he 52-game tournament. 
They -also said they had ruled out the possibility ofn large 
military force to provide security, but intended to have 
SWAT teams available in reserve. 

"This is America. This- is not a police state and we’re 
not going to turn it into one," said Alan Rothcnberg, 
chairman of World Cup USA 1994, the group that will 
stage the World Cup. 

Rothenbergrsaid-security-would-bc-theriargcst-budgel— 

item for the tournament. Soccer has had a history of fan 
violence at big games, although World Cups have been 
relatively trouble-free because of massive prepumtion. 

Rothcnberg on Monday hired Edgar N. Best as senior 
vice president for security. Best was director of security 
for the 1984 Los Angeles Olympics, overseeing an S80 
million budget. 

“I’m not guaranteeing that we won’t huve an incident." 
Best said. “It would be foolish to do that. Wc will not be 
able to anticipate everything. This is a strange world,” 

At the 1990 World Cup in Italy, up to 4,000 police nnd 
military personnel, many of them carrying machine guns,' 
were used at games. There were three minor incidents, all 
outside the stadiums, but tear gas was used. 

Fans from-Englnnd, Germany and the Ncthcrlnndshavc 

caused problems at European matches, trashing (own 
centers, ferries-nnd railroad cars during drunken rampages. 
European police have identified many of the 
troublemakers and prevented most of them from going to 
the 1990 tournament in Italy. 

Best said he anticipated hooligans would attempt to 

come to the U.S. tou rnament, scheduled for JuncJ7-July 

17, "'1994. He already consulted with' European police 
when he attended the 1990 World Cup. 

“They said, 'They’ll come by charter aircraft. Don’t 
think that you won't have that problem,'" he quoted them . 
as saying. 


Football nut compiles Top 20 list from fans’ votes

NASHVILLE, Tcnn. - Sports writers 
have their say about which teams arc the 
best in football. So do coaches. Now a high 
school algebra teacher is giving fans their 
own voice. 

Don Harris of Nashville, an admitted 
football nut, has started the Association of 
College Football Fans. He compiles a 
weekly c Top 20 list for the group from 
members’ votes. 

“The coaches have their poll, the writers’ 
have theirs, but we don't have a say as the 
fans. And we’re the ones footing the bill,” 
Harris said. 

Harris, a former high school football 
coach for 12 years, is one of those rabid 
fans.' The kind who watches college games 


on TV all day and into the night on 
Saturday and then pours ovcf the sports 
pages on Sunday. 

But he didn’t feel motivated to do 
anything more than that until the confusing 
end to the 1991 season. 

“College football is really a big thing, and 
I think some of the fans felt really cheated," 
Harris said. “One poll picked Miami and 
one poll picked Washington last year. We 
didn’t get our say so.” 

To give fans a voice, Harris founded the 
Association of College Football Fans. 
Starting in April with his own money, he 
placed an advertisement for members in the 
Sunday Oklahoman newspaper’s sports 
section. He said he figured the Midwest wns 
a good place to start since college football is 
king there, especially in Oklahoma. 


The association has 132 members who 
pay S25 n year to belopg and vote each 
week in Hams’ ACFF poll. Harris said the 
fee allows him to break even on his mailing 
and advertising costs. 

One member comes from California, 
while Tennessee is the farthest point east for 
any member. They call their votes in every 
Sunday to Harris* who turns around and 
produces a Top 20 poll by Wednesday. 
Each person then receives a copy of the poll 
through a weekly newsletter. 

"Our fans are pretty honest. ... In our poll, 
wc picked Michigan over Notre Dame, and 
it looked like Michigan had the better team 
the other day. 

“It looks like our poll is pretty accurate. 
Of course, Oklahoma is pretty high, but in 


AP and USA Today, Oklahoma is pretty 
high there,” Harris said. 

The AP polls sports writers each week to 
compile its Top 25, while CNN-USA Today 
offers coaches' opinions of the Top 25. 

The association's goal is to crown a 
national champion - call them the people’s 
choice - name a coach of the year and select 
an AU-Amcricnp team. Down the road, 
Harris would like to gain a sponsor who 
would pay to fly those people in for a 
convention of football fans. 

"Can you imoginc'thc Alabama nuts, the 
Tennessee nuts and the Nebraska nuts 
getting together for a convention? Could 
you imagine all these fans getting together 
... and crowning your national champ," he 
said. “It would be football heaven.”

Consider voting for new 
types of public servants

As you're weighing your options 
this November, keep these happy 
thoughts: 

• The average member of Congress 
has spent more than half his ailult life 
working for federal, state or local 
govermuenT 

• .Since he graduated from Vale 
Law School in 1 ‘>73. Democratic 
presidential candidate Dill Clinton has 
spent only four years off the public 
payroll. 

• /’resident Hush, who likes to 
boast that he spent 17 years working 
in the private sector, has spent almost 
twice as long drawing a federal 
paycheck. 

There arc many reasons why the 
federal government doesn't work, and 
one of the biggest is the army of. 
public servants dedicated to its 
growth ami prosperity. 

.It wasn't supposed to be that way. 

The Founding Fathers saw public 
service as a noble, and temporary, 
calling, ami for good reason. 

The king.'.s agents • bureaucrats 
who ran the* colonies as fiefdoms 
were a major reason for the 
revolution, and James Madison. 
Thomas Jefferson and the other 
architects of the new nation were 
determined there would never he a 
large, powerful class of magistrates 
and quill pen-pushers running things. 

Their example was George 
Washington, who refused a third 
term, went back to his Virginia home 
and declined a pension for either his 
- milUary-Soiviccjjr his presidency 

His 15 immediate successors, 
through Abraham Lincoln, spent a 
total of 42-years on the federal and 
state payroll, not counting (heir White 
House years. The next 15 totaled «S7 
years working for Uncle Sam or slate 
government. 

To a degree, the rise of a 
professional governing class was 
inevitable in a democracy as complex 
* as the United States. The best and 


brightest gravitate toward power, and 
power in this country 'flows toward 
Congress ami the federal bureaucracy. 

Hut the New Deal, and the postwar 
explosion in the size of the federal 
government, left the government 
professionals ascendant, to the point 
where a man like Clinton can run as 
an outsider even though he's been 
collecting a cheek from the taxpayers 
‘since l*)77. 

No one wants a federal government 
run by people with no experience, but 
the business of governing breeds 
isolation. 

For too many public servants, 
advancement means telling people 
somewhere in America that they can't 
do something, or that they must pay- 
more money to the government, or 
that the way they do business doesn’t 
conform in some way with the 
government *s expectations. 

Congressmen, bureaucrats and 
decision-makers who have never, met 
a payroll or had to worry about 
competition. business taxes, 
regulation or the welfare of 
employees really don't have a clue 
how the real world works beyond the 
Capital Beltway. 

That's why public officials 
dedicated to change are so often 
ineffective once they get to 
Washington, and why - politicians' 
promises notwithstanding nothing 
seems to change. 

ft's not in Washington's interest to 
change. That's our national dilemma, 
and our ever- more-alarming national 
crisis. 

A history of government service 
doesn't mean a candidate for public 
office is dedicated to business as 
usual, but it's a question worth 
asking. 

We’ve been sending men and 
women to Washington for 200 years 
who know - or soon learn - how to 
run the country. 

Now maybe it’s ligie to send people 
who've demonstrated they can run 
their own lives before they try to run

Harlem Democrat Charles B. Rangel, the 
most outspoken man on Capitol Hill about 
drugs, received $23,000 from tobacco.

Red Cross 
food lost 
to looters 

MOGADISHU. Somalia (API --- 
An International Red Cross food de- 
pot was looted amid heavy dan 
fighting in the western Somali town 
of Bclct Utter on Monday, as more 
U.N. troops arrived to protect other 
relief shipments to the starving na- 
tion. 

Spokesmen for two aid agencies 
said relief workers in Bclct linen 
were staying in their compounds and 
a decision would he made Tuesday 
on whether to evacuate them. 

“The relief teams arc just keeping 
their heads down," said Ben Fool of 
the Save The Children Fund of 
Britain. 

About 15 foreign aid workers, 
plus scores of Somalis who work 
onlyjor foo d, arc o perating in lldel 
“Uuen. 

It was not immediately clear how 
much food was stolen from the Red 
Cross compound. There were no re- 
ports of deaths or injuries. 

Hie attack underscored the bandit- 
ry and chaos in this African nation, 
riven by clan warfare since the 
ouster of dictator Mohamod Siad 
Barre in January 1991. Relief work- 
ers have been killed and wounded 
trying to alleviate the suffering in 
this Horn of Africa nation, and by 
some estimates, up to half of the 
165.0(H) tons of aid delivered I Ins 
year has been stolen.

Brig. Gen. Imtiaz Sliaheen. com- 
mander of the 500 untied U.N. 
troops from Pakistan, estimated it

the entire force, which is' restricted 
to Mogadishu. The force will not be 
deployed until all the troops have ar- 
rived. he has said. 

The presence of Marines so close 
to Somalia has angered the country s 
main warlord, Gen. Mohamed Far* 
rah A id id. who demanded that they 
leave. 

Shahccn said he told Aidid on 
.. Monday that the Americans had no 
intention of invading Somalia, 
"They just came to guide their own 
uircraft,” he said.

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City considers landfills

TWIN FALLS - Twin Falls County’s trash dilemmu 
spilled over into Twin Foils City Council work session 
Monday. 

With die county exiting the Southern Idaho Regional 
Solid Waste District, the city council must decide if the 
city will use the regional landfill, a county-run one, or’ 
find another solution. 

-Thc-council. heard from three people close to the trash 
issue, ~ " 

City Sanitation Inspector Shcny. Jeff questioned the 
county’s decision to leave the regional district. 

Jeff said the county's original decision to join the 
regional district was a good one and questioned why the 
- two commissioners -who-rarcly went to the regional 
meetings, Norma Bluss and Jim Fraley, would vote the 
county out. 

"They should have gone to the regional meetings the 
. last three years if they had questions," Jeff said. 

Blass und Fraley voted to withdraw from the district 
last Thursday. Commissioner Marvin Hcmplcman voted 
to stay in the district. 

"I have a real worry about their decision-making 
process," Jeff said. . 

They should have given the city ofTwin Falls, which 
produces the most trash of entity in the county, more 
consideration in the decision. Jeff said. 

New federal rules will require the county to close its 
current landfills by October 1993. The county must 
cither open its own new landfill, join the regional 
district, or find another way to dispose of its trash. 


Solid waste district Director Teny Schultz explained 

_thcjcgionaLpIan,jvhilc..Gct;aldJLews._whoJieads.tiie. 

‘county landfill siting group, questioned the regional 
district's plan und said that the county can do as well on 
its own. 

Schultz showcased the regional plan - two landfills 
and a system of 13 transfer stations - for a price of up to 
S16 million. 

Despite the price tag, the regional plan will save the 
counties money over time, Schultz said. 

"That’s one of the significant differences in 
approaching the problem.” Schultz said. "We are 
willing to spend some money up front and use experts 
to save in the long ran." 

The regional financing plan also allows those counties 
- Bluine, Jerome. Lincoln, Minidoka. Cassia and 
probably Gooding - to retire their debt in 1 5 years and 
then pay as they go to buy new equipment und expand 
the landfill, Schultz said. 

But Tews said the regional plan leaves too many 
questions, including how dead animals, septic waste and 
industrial waste will be handled, or how the regional 
system will pay for the costs. 

The regional budget calls for T win Falls County to 
add S350.000 in the upcoming fiscal year "and that 
won’t turn one spade of din,” Tews said. 

While the county doesn't have cost estimates now. it 
will when a site is found. And Twin Falls County can 
get a good financing package like the district, he said. 

Councilman Jim Vickers said he might see a reason to 
go with a regional system. 

“The obvious reason to get mixed with these other 
counties is to save dollars," Vickers said.

Moose leaves officials perplexed

TWIN FALLS - Even though the moose that 
blundered into town last week got killed, officials aren’t 
sure whnt they would do differently if the situation arose 
again. 

“It’s hard to say wliut we should have done," said 
Randy Smith, a wildlife biologist with the state 
Department of Fish and Game. 

The young, 500- to 600-pound bull moose led state 
and local officials on n chase through the city’s north 
end Thursday. It eluded capture, only to be hit and killed 
by a car Friday night while crossing Highway 30 west of 
town. 

The car’s occupants were not seriously injured. 

In hindsight, Smith said, officials might have gone out 
to look for the moose on Friday morning. But the 
deportment director, Jerry Conley, was in town for an 
. employee meeting. 

Fish and Gome’s Jerome office had no calls of moose 
sightings on Friday. And without knowing where the 
moose was hiding, finding it would have been a long 
shot, he said. 

Besides if it had left town, officials thought it might be 
best to leave it alone. Smith said. 

But if another moose wanders into town, officials 
might react differently, he said. 

. It might have been easier to tranquilizc the moose 
when it was sighted about a week ago near Hansen. But 
experience showed the animals tended to avoid town and 
head south, Smith said. 

The mdosc was rousted from a pond on Washington 
Street North Thursday. It then visited the Target store 
parking lot and Gnry’s Westland Motors on Blue Lakes 
Boulevard !North, before heading for the College of

Southern Idaho campus. 

Several attempts to tranquilizc it with darts failed. 

It apparently spent Thursday night in the draw where 
the Petrine Coulee enters the Snake River Canyon. 

Officials could have used a more potent tranquilizer, 
but they decided not to because the moose was in a 
populated area, Smith said. 

The drug that was used on the moose was 
recommended by officials in Idaho Falls, where Inst year 
about 80 moose were removed from the area, he said. 

- He was not sure why the tranquilizer failed to pacify 
the Twin Falls moose. 

Because the meat may have been tainted by the 
tranquilizer, the carcass was disposed of in the South 
Hills Saturday. 


Although moose occasionally wander through the 
Magic Valley, they usually avoid town, Smith said. 

“It’s uncommon to have a-mbosc wander through 
Twin Falls," he said. 

The closest known moose population is in the Sublett 
Mountains east of Burley. There may also be a few 
moose in the South Hills, Smith said. 

But just where they’re heading when they pass 
through the Magic Valley on their migrations is 
unknown, he said. 

In 1990 a young bull moose was spotted south of 
Burley, Smith said. A few days later. Fish and Game, 
officials got a call from Nat Soo Pah reporting the 
animal. 

Later a rancher south of Rogcrson reported a moose 
camped out in one of his pastures. 

"Then it just kind of disappeared,” Smith said. He 
suspects it headed far greener pastures further south. 

Young males of several game species in addition to 
moose wander in search of new territory, for a variety of 
reasons. 

Some arc forced out of their home territory by more 
dominant males. Or they may be rejected by a pregnant 
mother. Or they may simply have wandered off during 
the winter in search of food. 

In the process moose, elk, deer and other wildlife 
cross Interstate 84 nnd highways 30 and 90, often 
without incident. But occasionally some arc killed. 

When large animals stray into town, it’s up to Fish and 
Game officials to handle the problem. 

"Wc’rc not prepared to handle larger animals,” Twin 
Falls police chief Paul DuFrcsne said. 

But the department docs from time to time deal with 
escaped horses and cattle. Last year officers had to shoot 
a bull that had escaped from the stockyards, he said.

Study: Students with low grades drink heavily 


WASHINGTON (API College students with 
low grades consume an average of 1 1 alcoholic 
drinks a week, three times the amount that mem- 
bers of the honor mil imbibe, researchers reported 
today. . 

The study, based on a survey of 56,000 stu- 
dents, also found that students at small schools 
are drinking more than those at larger schools, 
and men are mine likely than women to go on 
heavy’ igcs. 

Rcsc.i.Jicrs from Southern Illinois University 
and the College of William and Mary analyzed 
survey results collected at 78 campuses during the 
1989-90 school year, 

The report is intended (<> help campus leaders 
understand the frequency of drug and alcohol use 
as they design ptopmms to combat substance 
abuse. 

Alcohol, as expected, is the drug of choice: 86 


percent of respondents, said they.used it. in the last 
year, and 45 percent said they drink on a weekly 
or more frequent basis. 

Twenty-seven percent of students snid they 
smoked marijuana in the past year, and 6.1 per- 
cent said they used cocaine, the survey found. 

But Presley and colleague Philip W. Mcjlmun 
said the most significant result is the link between 
low grades and booze. 

Students who werc.getling Ds and Fs were av- 
eraging 10.8 drinks a week, while students with 
As were consuming 3.4 drinks. 

“You can’t make a statement that drjnking 
causes low grades atul vice versa,” Mcilman said. 
"All we can say is there is a relationship.” 

The survey of 56.361 students at 56 four-year 
schools and 22 community colleges also found: 

• Students at smaller campuses drinking more 
frequently. At four-year schools with an enroll- 


ment of less than. 2, 500, students under 24. aver- 
aged seven drinks a week. That rate fell at larger 
schools. 

"Small schools tend to be located in rural envi- . 
ronments where there is less to do. so people may 
turn to drinking more," Mcilman said. "There's a 
tendency to conform to existing social norms." 

• 14 percent of men and women said they went 
on a binge at least once in the past two weeks, 
consuming live or more drinks. The gap between 
the sexes widened, however, when students were 
asked if their binges were common. Sixteen per- 
cent of men said they had five drinks or more at 
least. three times in two weeks, compared with 9 
percent of women.

BIchm said two deputies were on 
the scene Monday morning and a 
third was en route to the Nye County 
community 65 miles west ofLas..Yc- 

gas- 

BIchm said local fire officials had 
requested the assistance of state in- 
vestigators in probing Friday night's 
blaze. 

“We have jurisdiction in-the-14-ru— 
ral counties,” BIchm said of his of- 
fice’s role in the investigation. 
•’We're the ones with the expertise to 
go into the rural areas if they need 
help. We’re routinely called by rural 
fire departments.’’ 

The fire marshal declined to spec- 
ulate when his office might deter- 
mine the cause of the blaze. 

“It was an awfully big building, 
and there’s lots of rubble to go 
through.” he said. 


Deputy Fire Marshal Murtin Lucas 
said Sunday that authorities were 
searching for a point of origin. -He 
said they were not ruling -out arson, 
but had no reason to believe that was 
-the- cause—. 

Lucas said he expects representa- 
tives from the state fire murshul’s of- 
fice to spend two more days examin- 
ing the scene. They were to begin 
tuking witness statements Monday. 

The fire broke out about 10 p.m. ' 
Friday at the 7-ycur-old complex, a 
subsidiary of International Nutrition 
of Las- Vegas.

Union official calls for campaign 


against hotel as strike continues 


LAS VEGAS (AP) - A national 
union executive used the first an- 
niversary of a bitter strike at the 
Frontier Hotel to announce a nation- 
wide campaign by organized labor 
against the Strip resort, 

"Wc’vc taken on this dispute ami 
• will make it a major national priori- 
ty, similar to what we did with East- 
ern Airlines and others,” Jim Baker, 1 
executive assistant to AFL-OIO Pres- 
ident Lane Kirkland, said Monday. 

Monday marked the first anniver- 
sary of the strike by five unions 
against the Frontier, one of a handful 
of hotels that have not signed new la- 
bor contracts since the expiration of 
the previous contract in 1989. 

"Our goal is to reach union mem- 
bers and their families, telling them 
that they should not use the Frontier 
Hotel." Baker said. "There are some 
14 million members in unions affili- 


ated with the AFL-CIO. We expect 
most of the unions to cooperate with 
our campaign.” 

Baker said unions across the coun- 
try would he asked to participate in a 
Dec. 5 demonstration at the Frontier 
that has been dubbed Desert Solidar- 
ity Day. 

"That's the day we intend to tlraw 
our line in the sand, locally aitd na- 
tionally," Baker said. 

The striking unions have held sev- 
eral major demonstrations at the 
Frontier, (he latest on Laltor Day 
when 179 people were nrTcsicd on 
charges of unlawful assembly and 
obstruction of a roadway. The 
protesters blocked the three south- 
bound lanes of the busy Strip for two 
hours in a peaceful demonstration. 

Frontier General Manager Tom 
Elardi called the Labor Day demon- 
stration a “circus*' and accused the 
five unions of failing to compromise 


on a settlement. He has called on the 
unions to turn over details of their 
health and welfare plan, but union 
officials say the plan is proprietary 
and can't Ik released. 

Elardi did not immediately return n 
phone eall Monday regarding the 
December demonstration or the latest 
union action. 

Five unions walked out on strike 
against the Strip resort Sept. 21, 
1991. will) wages and health and 
welfare Ijenefhs themajor issues. 

Since then, pickets have continued 
to parade in front of the resort, nego- | 
tiations have been few, and business 
and political leaders have failed in I 
efforts to get the two sides to reach a* 
settlement. 

Gov. Bob’ Miller has tried to get 
the two sides to work out a settle- 
ment. siding with business leaders — 
who say the strike is harmful to the 
city's lifeblood tourism economy.

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Interest rates now under attack 

Leaders want U.S. to raise interest rates, Germany to lower them 


WASHINGTON (AP) — World 
financial leaders Monday pressed 
. (he. United States to raise its interest 
mtes to help quel! turbulence on cur* 
renejy markets rocked by a week of 
uncertainty over European unity. 

. Leaders gathering for the annual 
meeting of the 170-nation Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund and World 
Hank were breathing easier after the 
French narrowly approved a Euro- 
pean unity treaty Sunday. And cur- 
rency murkets were calm today in 
Europe jn Asia. 

However, the IMF’s policy-mak- 
ing Interim Committee said more 
was needed to bring long-term sta- 
bility. In a communique, it said “key 
countries need to cooperate closely 
' in ... facilitating a narrowing of in- 
terest -rate di ffcrential s.” 

The United States and Great 
Britain have been pressing Germany 
to cul its interest rates, but Spanish 
economics minister Carlos Solehaga. 
the chairman of the Interim Commit- 
tee, said U.S. rates should rise, too. 

“What is clear ... is part of the 
problem ... comes from the fact that 
interest rates in Germnny are too 
high and interest rates in the United 
States arc too low," said Solehaga. 
whose own currency was battered 
during last week's market crisis. “I 
hope and think ... that in the future 
this interest rate differential will be 
reduced."

Both British and U.S. officials 
have pleaded with Germany to lower 
its rates further to relieve pressure 
on the British pound, Italian lira, 
Spanish peseta and other weak cur- 
rencies. 

High German interest rates 
strengthen the mark and weaken oth- 
er currencies by attracting investors, 
who must sell their own countries’ 
currencies in order to buy the mark. 


Regulation of airlines could return

WASHINGTON — If advocates 
of airline rc-regulation arc looking 
for a window of opportunity, Nov. 3 
— Election Day — may be D-Dny. 

By lhc end of the evening, a new 
man may be getting rcudy to occupy 
the White House and new faces, per- 
haps hundreds of them, may fill both 
legislative chambers. 

The uncertainties that surround 
such radical change, combined with 
a growing belief that deregulation is 
lo blame for the uirline industry’s 
continued economic ills, could give 
pro-regulation factions a chance to 
tilt the ploying field in their favor for 
the first time in ncnrly 15 years. 

No one predicts a 180-dcgrcc turn 
toward re-rcgulalion, but some in- 
dustry watchers contend that many 
issues will get closer legislative 
scrutiny. The House's passage in 
August of a bill subjecting airline 
computer reservation systems to 
tougher government regulation may 
be a harbinger, they say. 

"I can see a change in the status 
quo because the status quo is unac- 
ceptable." said L. John Eicltner, 
chairman of SH&E, a New York- 
based aviation consulting firm. "I 
think people arc going to take a hard 


look at what carf be done to make 
the industry more competitive, short 
of rc-rcgulation." 

Stephen A. Altcrmnn, executive 
vice president of the Air Freight As- 
sociation. said the industry will face 
rc-regulatory pressures the likes of 
which it hasn't seen since deregula- 
tion took effect in 1978. 

"A lot of issues arc very con- 
tentious, and it’s n scary thought to 
consider how a new Congress might 
deal with deregulation," he said. 
"Anyone who is concerned about 
regulation has lo be prepared to meet . 
it." 

Six of the 20 members of the Sen- 
ate Commerce Committee, which 
handles aviation matters, arc up for • 
re-election. Of those. Sen. Robert J. 1 
Kasten, R-Wis., locked in a tough 
battle with Democratic challenger 
Russ Feingold, is the only one in sc- ' 
rious jeopardy of losing his seat, ac- i 
cording to a Senate staffer. 

Sen. Albert Gore. D-Tenn., Gov. 
Bill Clinton’s vice presidential run- 
ning mate, also would hjave the t 
committee if the Democrats win the ; 
White House.

Spokane-area truckers 
approve 3-year contract 


SPOKANE (AP) — Drivers who 
truck groceries from warehouses to 
stores voted to approve a three-year 
contract with grocery wholesalers, 
averting u strike after marathon 
talks.

The agreement covers Allied Em- 
ployers Inc., representing Safeway 
Inc., URM Stores Inc., and Super- 
valu.

change much over there," he said. 

The outlook is murkier in the 
House, where the two top members 
of the Public Works and Transporta- 
tion Committee, Rep. Robert Roc, 
D-N J., the committee chairman, and 
Rep.

Some congressional watchers arc 
charting the status of Rep.

Washing- 
ton sources said Obcrstar has grown 
increasingly disenchanted with 
deregulation and may push for a 
more active role in the industry's af- 
fairs. 

The Bush administration, which 
has received its share of brickbats 
for allegedly fiddling while the uir- 


line industry was burning in the in- 
ferno of S6 billion in losses over the 
last two years, waxes philosophical 
over what impact the changes in 
Congress will have on aviation laws. 

“It’s fair to say that any time you 
have some change in personnel that 
they bring some different approach- 
es and attitudes," said Arthur J. 
Rothkopf, deputy transportation sec- 
retary. 

Rothkopf said President Bush will 
veto any rc-regulation bill and also 
took a swipe at the Dcmocrniic-con- 
trollcd Congress for attempting to 
inject regulation in areas where it 
wasn't needed. 

"You might have had significant 
rc-regulation if it weren’t for this ad- 
ministration," he said. 

The Clinton camp has remained 
mostly silent on the issue. In May, 
the Progressive Policy Institute, a 
Democratic think tank that has 
helped shape many of the cam- 
paign’s economic positions, crafted 
a paper called "Ending the Gridlock 
on Transportation." in which it bare- 
ly addressed aviation regulatory is- 
sues. 

Still, Clinton's supporters include 
organized transport labor, which op- 
poses deregulation, as well «as a 
broad constituency that wants more 
government intervention in econom- 
_ ic policy-making. . 

"Undoubtedly, a lot of Clinton 
supporters would favor rO-rcgula- 
tion," Eichncr of SH&E said. 


Interest rates on Treasury bills 
rise to highest level in 2 weeks 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Interest 
rates on short-term Treasury securi- 
ties rose in Monday’s auction to thp 
highest level in two weeks. 

The Treasury Department sold 
SI 0.3 billion in three-month bills at 
an average discount rote of 2.91 per- 
cent. up from 2.89 percent last 
week. Another SI 0.3 billion was 
sold in six-month bills at an average 
'discount' ‘rate 'of 2.93 percent, up~ 
from 2.90 percent last week. 


The three-month bill rale was the 
highest since they also sold lor 2.91 
percent on Sept. 8. The six-month 
bill rate was the highest since they 
averaged 2.95 percent, also on Sept. 
8. 

The new discount rates understate 
the actual return to investors — 2.97 
percent for three-month bills with a 
S 10.000 bill selling for S9 .926.40, 
and 3.01 percent Tor a' six-month bill 
selling for S9, 85 1.90. 


Echoes of Baby Boom may help economy 


NEW YORK — Yes, help is on 
lhc way for the economy, but it will 
huve little lo do will) politics, elec- 
tions and government programs, and 
a lot to do with people. 

It also will conic too late — it 
might not even be felt until late next 
year — to help incumbent office 
holders seeking rcclcction. 
Economists and politicians can do 
little if anything to speed it up. 

“It" is the continuing echo of the 
Baby Boom. 

The original boom began after 
World War II and has become a ma- 
jor element in the economy’s ups 
and downs since then, sending prc- 
. dictablc pulses through the market- 
place. 

Beginning in 1968 it produced an 
echo, or another crop of babies, now 
approaching the age when they will 
be leaving their parent's nest for one 
of their own — marrying and buying 
homes, apartments, cars and fumi-' 
turc.

The prospect offers pleasant relief 
from the relentlessly, dismal eco- 
nomic reports and forecasts that 
have marked the past few years, and 
presents n heartening contrast to 
vague political promises and pro- 
grams. 

Richard Hokcnson, an economist 
at Donaldson, Lufkin & Jcnrcttc, the 
securities firm, asked himself what a 
lot of Americans have been asking: 
Is there anything that will ever pro- 
duce a sustained rebound in the U.S. 
economy? 

“Yes," he says, "a definitive 
YES." Studying the demographics, 
he concludes that the force that will 
redirect the economy is an increase 
in the number of Americans turning 
25 years old. 

This demographic milestone, he 
says, is "an uncannily accurate pre- 
dictor of consumer- related behav- 


ior," and he provides examples of 
why he reaches that conclusion. 

In 1972, when the leading edge of 
.the Baby Boom generation turned 25 
years old, the, nation had its best- 
cvcr year for housing, with 2.36 mil- 
lion units started. Motor vehicle 
sales accelerated and reached a peak 
in 1973. 

Another milestone occurred in 
1986, when the largest number of 
Americans, in history, bom as the 
Baby Boom faded, reached age 25. 
That was the best housing year, in 
the decade of the ‘80s, and a record 
year for motor vehicle sales. 

Since then, the number of persons 
turning 25 has declined, and so have 
'the fates of both housing and motor 
vehicle manufacturing. Hokcnson 
doesn’t believe the decline was the 
sole cause, but he says it did prolong 
the contraction. 

He believes the economy is get- 
ting some support this year from the 
demographics — the decline in the 
number of new adults has eased a bit 


— but whatever support exists is a 
mere cushion rather than stimulus. 

The good news, he says, begins 
late next year and reaches its zenith 
early in 1996. According to Hokcn- 
son. "In all likelihood, these years 
will be the best for consumption and 
housing in the 1 990s." 

Abetting the demographics, he be- 
lieves, will be a pronounced decline 
in the rate of inflation by midyear 
1993 and a consequent rise in real 
wages that would "imply a fairly ro- 
bust recovery from the current eco- 
nomic doldrums." 

What happens in the post- 1996 
years? 

"They will again be difficult for 
consumption and housing as the 
number of 25-year-olds resumes its 
decline." 

But first things first. First comes 
the recovery, the welcome — some 
might say blessed — event. May it 
be robust.

The time to act came at trick one 
in today’s deal. At one table of a 
team game. East came up with a 
fatuous suit-preference signal. At 
the other, East took matters into his 
own hands. The difference was a 
doubled game made and a doubled 
game beaten. 

The bidding was identical at both 
tables, and both Wests led the heart 
king. At the first table, after seeing 
dummy’s singleton. East opted to 
ask for a club shift by playing his 
heart deuce. Dummy’s ace won and 
a low spade from dummy went to 
South’s 10. The diamond eight was 
led to dummy’s nine and a second 
trump was led past East. This tlnle 
East rose with his ace and led a 
heart. South ruffed and led his spade 
queen to East's ace, and the defense ' 
was finished. South ruffed the next 
heart, drew East's last trump and 
claimed the balance in minor-suit 
tricks. 

What action did the successful 
East take? At trick one, he overtook 
West's heart king and led a paralyz- 
ing second heart. If South ruffed In 
dummy, he could not lead spades 
twice through East, and East would 
get three spade tricks. And if South 
ruffed in hand instead, the later 
heart ruffs would cause hrm to lose 
control. Either way, East was 
bound to score at least three trump 
tricks to justify his aggressive 
double. 

When it’s time to act, one must 
i.act decisively.
